WASHINGTON UF> — Malenk ov 
may think this is a good time to 
mak e peace in Korea, or at least 
to talk about it. 
That might have been 
his pur­ 
pos e at his rubber-staihp election 
in Moscow yesterday in saying: 
“There is . . . no q uestion which 
cannot 
be 
settled 
by 
peaceful 
means.” 
He could not lose much by ges­ 
tures about a Korean settlement, 
whether or not he was in earnest. 
Even if he was against peace 
but talk ed peace he could, if the 
Rwar continued, use it for propa­ 
ganda, blaming the West. 
A few dramatic moves that fo­ 
cused attention on him would be 
so much gravy for the compara­ 
tively unk nown Malenk ov who is 
suddenly trying to fill Stalin’s big 
shoes as Soviet premier. 
Malenk ov will need years to cap­ 
ture the place Stalin held in the 
minds of the Russian people and 
the Communist leadership in the 
*4ted satellites countries. 
The Russian Communist party 
for 29 years had built up Stalin 
as a k ind of super genius and 
guardian of the flock . 
Yet, in spite of such 
obvious 
Stalin successes as turning back 
Hitler’s invading armies, k eeping 
control of Russia and grabbing the 
satellites, he had some failures: 
Germany and Western Europe, 
in the first couple of chaotic years 
lifte r the war, may have seemed 
within his grasp, but Communist 
influence in them at the time of 
his death was on the ebb. 
Further, by starting the Korean 
War he drove the U. S. and West­ 
ern Europe into alliance and re­ 
armament. And the Chinese and 
North Korean Communists, 
who 
did the dying in Korea for Stalin, 
may have had some misgivings 
^vbout that. 
If Malenk ov could bring peace 
in Korea he might feel it would 
mak e him look cleverer than Sta­ 
lin, at least among some of those 
who wanted peace in Korea. 
At the same time a Korean set­ 
tlement might soften up the West, 
slow down its rearmament and 
k eep Western Germany from go­ 
ing into complete alliance with the 
Western Allies. 
X) In addition Maienk ov would have 
time to consolidate his control of 
Russia and the satellites. And time 
to do both is something he prob­ 
ably needs. 
It is q uestionable, too, that with 
peace in Korea there would be as 
much enthusiasm for egging on, 
and helping, a Chinese Nationalist 
invasion of China from Formosa 
—since that might embroil the U S. 
all over again in Far East fighting.

ASTHMA is rarely fatal, but 
any o ne with asthma o r with an 
asthmatic perso n in the family 
kno ws that it can hang o n fo r 
y ears. When It o ccurs in a y o ung 
perso n, it can hav e disabling 
effects in later life. 
This is quite a threat to health, 
since abo ut o ne o ut o f ev ery 
three cases o f asthma beg ins 
during the first ten y ears o f life. 
Abo ut three to fiv e per cent o f 
the peo ple In the United States 
hav e asthma, it Is estimated, 
and o f these v ictims o v er a 
fo urth hav e bro nchial asthma.. 
Allerg y Blamed 
What causes asthma? Man y 
cases are tho ug ht to be due to 
an allerg y to so mething in the 
air o r in the perso n’s fo o d. In 
children, esp ecially , it Is 
be­ 
liev ed that food allerg y is the 
p rimary cause. 
Hay 
fev er, 
an other 
allergy , 
may p av e the way for asthma. It 
is rep orted that about half of 
the hay fev er sufferers ev en tu­ 
ally dev elop asthma. 
It is also thought that most 
p eop le who ev en tually dev elop 
asthm a hav e an In herited ten d­ 
en cy toward it. 
Some asthma seems to start 
from an in fection in the breath­ 
in g tract. Patien ts hav e had n o 
record of an allergy , an d the 
usual skin tests did ’jot rev eal an 
allergic reaction . I weir attacks 
began after a n ose or throat in ­ 
fection , or 
after a siege of 
p n eumon ia, measles or whoop in g 
cough. 


There Is a growin g recogn i­ 
tion 
that 
in fection 
p lay s a 
role In causin g an d comp licatin g 
asthma, 
an d 
in 
stimulatin g 
attacks. 
In a great n umber o f 
cases, it Is believ ed, in fection is 
a p rimary cause of the attacks. 
In these cases, the n ew an ti­ 
biotics may turn out to be a real 
boon An tibiotic drugs are n ow 
bein g con sidered for an y case of 
asthma in which an in fectious 
p rocess 
Is 
susp ected 
as 
the 
cause. Pen icillin an d strep to­ 
my cin , taken by in halation as 
well as by In jection s an d by 
mouth, alon g with other an ti­ 
biotics, such as aureomy cin an d 
terramy cin , hav e help ed make 
man y asthma attacks less sev ere 
when in fection was a factor. 
A sp ecific cure for asthma is 
n ot y et av ailable, but v arious 
drugs hav e p rov ed help ful in 
treatin g this disease an d reliev ­ 
in g distress. These in clude ep in e­ 
p hrin e, ep hedrin e an d amin o­ 
p hy llin e. Cortison e an d ACTH 
are sometimes of help In reliev ­ 
in g sev ere attacks. In certain 
cases, a chan ge to a drier climate 
has giv en relief. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
N. E.: I hav e had double v ision 
for the last two weeks. What 
could cause this? 
An swer: Double v ision may be 
caused by ey e diseases or a 
disease of the n erv ous sy stem 
such as a brain tumor, brain 
hemorrhage, 
or 
in flammation . 
On ly a thorough ex amin ation 
o f 
the ey es an d the n erv ous sy stem 
could determin e the cause.

Chin ese Commun ists an d Ameri­ 
can un dercov er agen ts in that 
area. 
Their deliberate rev iv al of the 
dread n arcotic trade, which Chi- 
an g Kai-shek an d the American 
occup y in g forces in Jap an had al­ 
most stamp ed out, has other p ur­ 
p oses than fin an cial, howev er. 
It p rov ides the p rin cip al source 
of graft for the Commun ist Party 
an d hierarchy , as it did for cer­ 
tain Toky o war lords when they 
ov erran Chin a before Pearl Har­ 
bor. Large p rofits from the drug 
busin ess hav e been traced direct 
to the p ockets of former Prime 
Min ister Tojo. 
But the basic objectiv e is the 
demoralization of both the mili­ 
tary an d civ ilian p op ulation s in 
all the coun tries op p osin g Com­ 
mun ist aggression —South Korea, 
Jap an , Thailan d, Burma, 
In do­ 
n esia. Formosa an d ev en In dia. 
It is as defin ite a weap on as 


heav y artillery , tan ks an d p lan es. 
PRODUCTION - T h e Jap an ese 
first dev elop ed this sort of char­ 
acter warfare after they lan ded 
large forces on the Chin ese main ­ 
lan d in the early thirties. Prior 
to that time, the Nation alist Gov ­ 
ern men t recogn ized that the op ­ 
ium habit was a distin ct n ation ­ 
al liability . It was ex ecutin g more 
than 1,000 a y ear up on con v iction , 
in cludin g addicts as well as com­ 
mercial op erators. 
The Jap an ese built the world s 
largest factory for refin emen t of 
heroin at Mukden in Man churia. 
Although the Reds disman tled a1 
most ev ery other p lan t in this 
p rov in ce after their occup ation , 
they sp ared this drug p roducin g 
cen ter. It is n ow op eratin g ov er­ 
time. 
Two whole p rov in ces—Jehol in

ov er to the p roduction of op ium 
p op p y flowers. They are strateg­ 
ically located for distribution of 
the drugs in Korea an d Jap an , 
an d throughout Southeast Asia.

PALAVER BREAKS OFF 
LABOR 
AND 
INDUSTRY have gone 
thor separate way* after butting heads on 
an advisory committee appointed by Labor 
Secretary Durkin, toe of the Taft-Hartley 
Act, to consider changes in the act. The 
five industry members called it quits when 
the sam e number of labor representatives 
Insisted on majority rule for all recommen­ 
dations, an obvious play for the five pub­ 
lic members on the panel. 
Admiral Moreell, the industry spokes­ 
man, disputed the advisability of binding 
votes in an area of primary legislative re­ 
sponsibility. 


So steeped in pressure politics is labor 
that it invariably wants to choose up sides 
when what is called for is an exchange of 
views. Union leaders are finding it hard to 
grasp one of the main keys of the Eisen­ 
hower administration—that of reconciling 
group differences, insofar as feasible, to 
serve the general welfare. 
Instead, labor is dying hard on the con­ 
cept of vole-ngged dialectics. 
In setting up the T*H advisory commit­ 
tee. the administration was calling f o r 
possible areas of agreement, not a show 
of strength. Though no labor-management 
b ill ever will satisfy both sides, it was 
thought desirable to attempt to narrow dif­ 
ferences. 


AN OLD MENACE 
WITH EVIDENCE LEAVING no doubt 
that Malenkov was selected by Josef Stalin 
as dictator of Red Russia, and that he will 
continue aggressive policies of expansion­ 
ism that threaten the human race w i t h 
World War III, an old question arises: How 
are enslaved peoples to win a representa­ 
tion that truly speaks for them? 
Stalin spoke for a small segment of the 
Russian people by virtue of his power as 
head of military forces and secret police. 
Some Russians were in disagreement with 
his decisions from time to time. But they 
never had a chance and hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dissidents perished and millions 
were imprisoned. 
There is simply no way to achieve m a­ 
jority expression against war threats and 
cruel edicts of a dictatorship. Elections are 
farcical motions, with every inclination to­ 
ward protest completely cowed. 
This is a restoration of the “d i v i n e 
right” of kings. Kings plunged their na­ 
tions, and others, into war, frequently to 
satisfy a personal whim. Having already 
swallowed up a dozen natons, the Mus­ 
covite rulers will stop at nothing to achieve 
their over-all goal. 


It is to be noted that, for several years, 
whenever statehood for Hawaii was di s - ! 
cussed, Alaska was included. Then politics * 
entered the picture and some D em ocratsj 
objected to Hawaii and some Republicans 
objected to Alaska and neither became a 
state. Now it would seem that Hawaii is * 
about to become a State but Alaska is not j 
even being considered. 
One of the arguments against statehood 
for Alaska is that it is sparse of population, j 
This is an enormous territory of 586,400 
square miles, equal to one-sixth of the size j 
of the United States—equal to Texas. New ; 
York. Pennsylvania, the New E n g l a n d ! 
States, and California. Its present popula­ 
tion is 128.643. It is our first line of defense 
on the American continents against Soviet 
Russia, except for the Communist base at 
Guatemala. From the standpoint of nation­ 
al strategy, Alaska is tremendously signifi­ 
cant. 
Now, let us look at another part of the 
world. Thousands of Germans are •daily 
moving from East to West Germany. They 
are a hard-working, strong people, mostly 
farmers and artisans, who have suffered 
from Russian brutality. They escape from , 
Communist domination at great personal 
risk and therefore can only be true oppo­ 
nents of the Russian imperialists. They are 
the same kind of people who settled much 
of the Mississippi Valley from St. Louis to 
Minneapolis in other generations. They are 
a courageous people who have 1.000 years 
of history of keeping the Slav out of Eur­ 
ope. failing only when Hitler betrayed 
them into an historical stupidity w h i c h 
brought them war, disaster and subjection 
to Russia. 
Why not open Alaska to settlement by 
such peoples, homeless, often hopeless, 
who need a sanctuary outside of Europe, 
but always a sanctuary where the individ­ 
ual can find freedom by his own efforts, 
particularly in working the land which he, 
himself, owns? These are a people who are 
accustomed to working their own land. Un­ 
til Hitler drove his country to madness, 
they were always regarded as the most 
hard-working and orderly people in Eur­ 
ope. 
At present, the refugees from Russian 
oppression and even the defectors f r o m 
Communism are crowded into an already 
overcrowded West Germany where they 
can do little to improve themselves. State­ 
less folk are always bogged down by per­ 
sonal misfortunes; once they are restored 
to their normal way of life and to pride- 
encouraging productivity, with family life 
as their only need, the Germans tend to 
assimilate readily into our civilization. 
There is real danger that Alaska will be 
regarded solely as a military outpost serv- 
j ing no other purpose than to test our * 
strength in artic winters against the Kus-; 
sians who inhabit Siberia and who hope to 
seize Alaska from us some day. It would 
be better to increase the population of that 
place with the sam e kind of people who 
after the 1840’s did so much to give Mi s - ! 
souri, Ohio, Michigan and Wisconsin a con­ 
structive ingenious, hard-working people. 
And there is this to say about underpop- 1 
ulated Canada that it could bring no better 
stock into that land than the Germans and 
the Poles. Canada has protected herself 
j against promiscuous immigration more ef­ 
fectively than has the United States. Start­ 
ing with a conflict between the Protestant 
Anglo-Saxon and the Catholic French-Ca-

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WASHINGTON, March 16— Mao 
Tse-tung’s Communists have org­ 
anized such a vast system for 
drugs, mohtly opium and heroin, 
throughout the Far East that it 
is financing the major costs of 
the Korean War, according to in­ 
formation 
received 
here from 
Chinese Communists and Ameri­ 
can undercover agents in that 
area. 
Their deliberate revival of th# 
dread narcotic trade, which Chi- 
ang Kai-shek and the American 
occupying forces in Japan had al­ 
most stamped out, has other pur­ 
poses than financial, however. 
It provides the principal source 
of graft for the Communist Party 
and hierarchy, as it did for cer­ 
tain Tokyo war lords when they 
overran China before Pearl Har­ 
bor. Large profits from the drug 
business have been traced direct 
to the pockets of former Prime 
Minister Tojo, 
But the basic objective is the

The measure’* pros­ 
pect* have been somewhat cloud­ 
ed bv the introduction of two oth­ 
er hills aimed at the sam e gen­ 
eral purpose—more money f o r 
Ohio’* schools. 
The Association has claimed the 
OKA version will mean substantial­ 
ly greater funds for Circleville 
schools in 1953-1954. 
A spokesman for the local teach­ 
ers group said: 
"The idea of soaking the home 
owner has become the trend of the 
past decade in Ohio. heaping the 
bulk of the increased cost of edu 
cation upon local real estate. 
• • • 
"THIS POLICY of pouring t h e 
load on real estate has been car­ 
ried out in violation of the princi­ 
pled of the state * School Founda 
lion Program, which was enacted 
with share the tax burden' one of 
ifs main feature*. The uniform per 
pupil distribution of funds to a 11 
schools, under the Foundation Pro­ 
gram. was designed to supplement 
local tax resources so that the full 
burden would not he upon real es­ 
tate owners, regardless of where 
they might be living. 
"The legislature, however, h a s 
given mere lip service to this fea­ 
ture of the law, virtually ignoring 


mounting costs of education in iTl 
school districts. 
"Home owners in districts which 
receive only the uniform distribu­ 
tion of state funds have been par- 
i ticularly hard hit by this policy. 
They have been forced to const ant- 
I) increase local school tax levin*- 
w ithout a corresponding increase in 
state funds. 
"The strong support which local 
taxpayers have given the school 
levy increases is in sharp contrast 
with the state’s foot dragging policy 
—one in which the slogan seems to 
be ‘soak the home owner*."
